There were several canes assigned for 


trial iu the DiHtrict Court ou Friday, 
and tliere was au uuusual array of legal 
talent aud a large throng of spectator*. 
The most interest was taken iu the case 
against the Block Islanders, charged 
with breakiug the Wldiug owned by 
J. C. Champlin and others. 
There 


were a great mauy Block Islanders 
over as defendants, witnesses or specta- 
tors. The case was long drawn out. 


•I'he charge brought by the Town of 


jliddletown against ThomasO'Gorman 
fur overspeediug an automabile' was 
discontinued by the prosecution, aud 
the defendant was discharged. Charles 
Coggeshall was given cue year iu the 
State prison for sleeping out. 


Then the Block Island case was put 


ou. The defendants were Edward C. 
Alien, 2nd, Abraham L. Payne, John 
W. Coe, Oweu Mitchell, Jeremiah B. 
Allen aud Eoy Payne. Walter Bar- 
ney of Providence conducted the prose- 
cution aud William P. Sheffield, Jr., 
the defense. 
Former-Senator 0. E. 


Champliu was iu court and conferred 
with Mr. Barney. It was agreed that 
the cases should all be tried together. 


Mr. Sheffield moved to dismiss the 


complaint ou the ground that the court 
did not have jurisdiction. He called 
Second Ward«u Dauiel Molt to the 
stand to testify that he had no personal 
interest iu the case, aud argued that as 
tbe first wardeu, Dr. Cbumpllu, did 
have an interest, the case should' have 
been heard by Second Warden Mott. 
Mr. Baruey argued against the motion, 
aud the history of the Wardens' Court 
was gone into at considerable length. 
Judge Franklin over ruled tbe motion. 


The first wituese was Mrs., Ruth 


Willis, who with her husband, Edgar 
H. Willis, conducts the New Harbor 
Pavilion at Block Island, taking a 
lease of the property from J. C. aud C. 
K. Champliu. After describing the 
arrangement of the 
paviliou 
Mrs. 


Willis testified that on tbe eveuing of 
August -1 last, while there were 7o or 
100 men aud women iu tbe dance hall, 
u party of 20 or 30 men came iu and 
sat at oue of the tables iu the restau- 
rant for a short time. After a time 
they all went out for a moment and 
returned aud were again seated. Then 
they arose and began to wreck the 
place. She named all the defendants 
as being present. She saw Jerry Allen 
lift a large table aud hurl it to tbe floor, 
smashing the table aud everything on 
it. 


Tbe crowd started for the door to the 


pool room which 
was locked 
and 


baried. She saw Jerry Allen, John W. 
Coe and "Link" Paine break down the 
door aud all entered the pool room. 
Revolvers were flourished and Allen 
threatened to blow somebody's head 
off. Au inner closet door was also 
broken down. Tables, chairs, bottles 
aud lighted lamps were hurled about 
the rooms and wiudows were smashed. 
The cash drawer was broken opeu. 
After the crowd left the premises she 
directed that the front doors be shut 
but before this could-be done the crowd 
forced them open again. She described 
the damage done. Iu cross examina- 
tion by Mr. Sheffield she denied that 
beer was sold ou tbe premises. Did not 
see Roy Payne smash anything but he 
was with tbe crowd. 


Andrew V. Willis, Jr., testified in 


corroboratiou of the preceding wit- 
ness. He was present and saw the 
damage done. Saw Jeremiah B. Alleu 
break down the door. 
Witness said 


that John W. Coe later In the evening 
boasted of the work that they had done 
there. He described the wrecked con- 
dition of the premise?. 


Alton E. Dodge and Raymuiid Willis 


testified that they were piesent aud 
saw the fracas but left eurly as it was 
too warm for them. Oliver C. Rot* 
was present aud saw the wrecking of 
the place. He described the condition 
of the place tbe next morning. Alton 
H. Mott, who owns the grocery store 
across the street, heard tbe noise and 
rushed over to see what the trouble 
was. He saw some of the defendants 
running around there and saw the 
damage th»t was done. Charles K 
Mathewsof Riverside was present on 
that night. He Identified oue of the 
defendants as one who broke a table. 
After leaving the hulMiiist witness was 
struck ou the foot by a bottle which 
had been thrown through a window. 


Anna Hughes, a colored waitress 


employed iu the restaurant, was a good 
witness. She told of the beginning of 
the affair and said that Jerry Allen 
made the first spring at the door to the 
pool room, breaking It down, 
Both 


Allen and "Link" Paluc flourished re- 
volvers. In cross examination she 
''ever saw lager beer served there. 


George H. Weecntt testified that 


Jerry Allen told him on August 4 that 
'hey were golni; over to "clean out Ed- 
W" that night. Captain Nathaniel 
B, Ball iwtifltd to meeting th« crowd 


while he was driving but could not 
Identify them. He told of the condi- 
tion of the premises the next morning. 
Walter Malcom, a waiter iu the restau- 
rant, saw tbe crowd couie in and re- 
fused to serve them. Saw Alleu anil 
Coe break down the door. He told of 
the damage that was done, aud showed 
a collection of large stones that were 
thrown through the wiudows. 


At noon the case was still apparently 


far from finished with the defence not 
yet started. 


Jf flestructiva JVorm. 


During the early hours of Thursday 


morning Newport was visited by a 
severe electrical storm ' which for long 
duration, intensity aud the amount of 
damage doue has seldom been equalled 
iu this vicinity. For uearly two hours 
tbe lightning flashed aud the thunder 
roared almost constantly while the 
raiu fell iu torrents, tbe result being 
much damage both by lightning aud 
by 
water. Man; 
buildings 
were 


struck aud damaged, the telephone 
and telegraph service was seriously In- 
terfered with, aud both electric aud 
steam railway traffic was Interrupted. 
It was an uncomfortable night for the 
residents of Newjwrt aud many per- 
uons arose and dressed on account of 
the severity of the storm. As far as 
reported no one was injured but there 
were souie very narrow escapes from 
death by lightning. There seemed to 
be a succession of storms, all of much 
severity, that 
followed each 
other 


closely directly over the city. 


During the height of the storm the 


barn ou the estate of Theodore M. Dav- 
is at Bieuloo's Point was struck by 
lightning and burned. The employes 
who were sleeping in the barn were not 
injured and they quickly removed the 
horses and carriages but were unable to 
do much toward saving the stable. 
As tbe telephone service was crippled 
by the storm, word had to be sent to 
the city by a man on horse back. An 
alarm was rung in from Box 514 aud 
the department responded for a long 
hard run In a heavystorm. When they 
reacbed the scene nothing could be doue 
to save the stable but all their efforts 
were directed toward preventing the de- 
struction of tbe house aud this was un- 
injured. 
The crew from the Life Sav- 


ing Station were of much service before 
the arrival of the fire department. The 
stable was a valuable one aud was in- 
sured for $25,000. 


Although this was the most serious 


property loss many other places were 
struck within the city limits. The 
Hoffman place OD Ridge road 
was 


struck aud the cupola was damaged. 
J. T. Woodward's residence ou Ochre 
Point wa's slightly damaged by light- 
ning. At E. Rollins Morse's place a 
tree waa struck, and at E. J. Berwiud's 
the electrical 
equipment was badly 


wrecked. 
The house of Mrs. Alexan- 


der McGregor on John street was slight- 
ly damaged, and a barn ou Webster 
street was struck and started to burn. 
The flag pole at Morton Park was 
smashed Into kindling wood. 
Wires 


and poles of the street railway com- 
pany were struck frequently aud con- 
siderable damage was done on the 
Bath road line. In Middletowu at least 
two bouses were struck with slight 
damage and several barns were barued. 


At Jamestown the storm seemed to 


be even more severe than it was iu 
Newport. 
House after 
bouse was 


struck by lightning and it is remark- 
able that there was no loss of life. The 
cottage of Mr. Frauk Rice of Bostou, 
at the Dumplings, was struck and the 
lightning thoroughly wrecked 
two 


rooms which had just been left by the 
occupants. Their escape was miracu- 
lous. The Loveriug cottage was set ou 
fire but was quickly extinguished. 
Many other places were struck 
but 


without serious damage resulting. 


All the time-tbe storm continued the 


rain fell in a deluge. Cellars iu the 
lower part of Newport were flooded. 
Thames street was filled with water 
from wall to nail and great quantities 
of sand were washed down from the 
side streets. On Spring street there 
was so much sand on the tracks that 
tbe cars could not move until it was 
shoveled ofl. Out ou the island the 
early car ou the Fall River road was 
derailed in tbe sand aud tbe opening 
of the line was much delayed. 


There were two washouts on the 


tracks of the New Haven road which 
caused much delay iu the operation of 
trains. 
Near Chase's lane several 


yards were carried away and this hid 
to be filled iu before tbe trains could 
cross. 
There .was another washout, 


but not so serious, uear the Middle- 
town station. The first train In arrived 
here shortly after half-past ten, delay 
being occasioned notouly by the state 
of he tracks but also by the damages 
to be telegraphic service. Many oca! 
elepboue? were put out of business 
temnorarily by the burning out of 
the main exchange wa's not

He 
issued a notice toall the depository banks 
of tbe country that they would uot 
lie allowed to loan Government funds 
on call. Tills is a rall.er serious pro- 
nouncement coming Iron such a source 
and at such a time. As a matter of 
fact there has betu a campaign started 
for a great bull market iu New York. 
Secretary Shaw recently made a mar- 
ket, aud a very profitable market too, 
for bis Panama Canal bonds, by call- 
ing 
in ami 
redisiributiug a large 


amount of money iu the depository 
banks. 
Now that the bull campaign 


is uu, Wall at. is feeliug the need of. 
ready funds mid cali mouey for specu- 
lative purposes bus reached an exhor- 
bitant ligure, tempting many of the de- 
pository banks to make use of tbe 
mouey in their possewlou and reap 
the large Interest that il now comr 
mauds. Secretary- Shaw's call down 
on tbe banks was as follows: 


'•1 am advi-ed that many banks 


scattered through tbe country are loan- 
ing their surplus funds .thcough brok- 
ers and others in New York ou call at 
high rales of interest. 


"Money loaned ou call is well nigh 


universally used for speculative pur- 
poses. 
"I recognize the right of auy individ- 


ual to speculate iu stocks and the legal 
right of any bank to loau money ut 
appropriate lates of interest at home or 
abroad on ample security even will) 
the knowledge that it is being used for 
speculative purposes. 


"I am not willing, however, that 


Government money shall be enticed 
away from the locality where it has 
been deposited to be used m this way. 


"Public deposits are made in aid of 


legimate business 
as distinguished 


from tbe speculation whatever its na- 
ture. 
"If you have more money than your 


community can appropriately absorb, 
please n turn it to the treasury, for il 
CMU be promptly placed where it will 
do much good." 


This aiiuunceineut bad a severe effect 


on the markel and call money prompt- 
ly fell to 8 per cent. 


Thl* will be used by many Interests 


as a further argument iu favor of some- 
thing like a scieutiiic system of curren- 
cy tor this Government. It 
is uot 


likely that we will ever acquire the 
English system with its central Gov- 
ernment Bank, but it is generally ad- 
mitted that the present system of help- 
tug the mouey market dependseutirely 
upon the personal judgment and good- 
will of the Secretary or Treasurer and 
U not a system that cau be relied ou 
u a crisis. 


The century old questiou of New- 


foundland fishing rights has come, up 
again with tbe usual promise that It Is 
going to be settled once for all: There 
has been more trouble than usual ill 
the past season over the capture of 
American fishing vessels who»e status 
had to be ttually settled by correspon- 
dence between the State Department 
and tbe British Foreign Office. 
Now 


the Fish Commission has appointed A. 
B. Alexander as a special commission- 
er aud has placed tbe tug Potomac at 
his disposal for a trip to Newfoundland 
where be will Investigate the problem 
on the spot. 
Mr. Alexander will not 


start uutil the return of Secretary Root 
from bis South American trip, for tbe 
Secretary will have to be put In touch 
with a good many phases of the situ- 
ation iu order to ultimately carry on 
bis negotiations with Great Britain. 


There might be more expectation of 


a successful outcome lo tbe negotiations 
if it were uot for tbe fact thai Secretary 
Root is probably the most cordially 
hated American official when it comes 
to any dealing involving Canada aud 
its outlying provinces. The Canadian 
people have never forgotten or forgiven 
his part In settling tbe Alaskan bound- 
ary dispute iu London, and tbey will 
be exceedingly shy of giving their 
assent to auy new treaty Iu which he 
has a band. 
Naturally tbe British 


government does not want to auger 
Canada any more than necessary, aud 
as they will uot be satisfied with a 
new treaty, that falls short of giving 
everything to Newfoundland and noth- 
ing to tbe United States, tbe outlook 
for an amicable settlement is not much 
brighter than it was a hundred years 
ago. 


Tbe passage of tbe new rate law has 


made considerable work for the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. It will 
make more work before all the consti- 
tutional details of the new law are set- 
tled by the courts. There will be a 
continual series of bearings lasting well 
Into the spring before tbe various trans- 
portation lines, pipe lines and express 
companies all have even had their first 
innings. 


One of tbe most curious cases that 


has yet developed was a complaint this 
week from one Eugene Walker, of 
Media, Pa., who stated that he bad 
beeu blacklisted by the B. & O. R. R. 
because of patronizing a trollty Hue. It 
has beeu expected that there would be 
some complaint In this dlrectlou ever 
since the interurban trolley line became 
such serious competitors for the short 
haul passenger traffic ou the railroads. 


The complainant alleges that he and 


others patronized a trolley lioe paral- 
leliug the B. & O., and as a punlst.- 
meut tbe railroad induced the Iluited 
States Express Company to withdraw 
certain package privileges they had 
previously enjoyed. 
The Interstate 


'Commerce Commission will set a hear- 
ing for the case, but tbey say that 
there is little redress for the complain- 
ants, except in the-issuiuice of au or- 
der for tbe express companies to treat 
all their patrous alike. 


Scarcely has the appeal for funds In 


aid of the San Francisco Earthquake 
sullerers beeu forgotleu when the Uuit- 
ed States Is asked to coutribule simila r 
relief to Vulpuraiso.The appeal has been 
f.ent to the Stall Department by Mr. 
Hicks, the United States Minister to 
Chili, who says that the local situation 
is very distressing and 
that funils 


should be sent if possible by cable, 
ll 


is true that tbe President issued a proc- 
lamation on the subject of Chilian 
contributions us soon as tbe news of 
the earthquake was received in this 
country. Agents of the Red Crow 
weie nlso sent to the spot, but actual 
contributions have been exceedingly 
few. 
The State Department has been 


rather mortified at this failure to re- 
spond and hope is expressed that money 
iu aid of the Chilian sullerers will «o!>'i 
bo forthcoming hi large quantities. 
The Chilian goverinenl has made no 
direct appeal for aid to this country, 
but It Is known nevertheless that con- 
tributions would I* received there with 
the deepest gratitude.

Both Congressman Littlefield and Gov- 
ernor Cobb attribute the almost un- 
precedented slump in the Republican 
plurality to the general dissatisfaction 
created by the Sturgis bill, passed two 
years ago for the purpose of enforcing 
the prohibitory laws. 


GOVERNOR COBB. 


Although the Republican vote was 


greater than that cast four years ago, 
an increase of nearly 60 percent In the 
Democratic vote jmlled the Republican 
plurality down to one of tne smallest 
margins ever given a. Republican gov- 
ernor over a Democratic candidate. 


The returns from 450 cities and 


towns out of 520 are as follows: Cobb 
(Rep.) BB,2a»; Davis (Dem.) 68,201. 
Republican plurality, 7098. The plu- 
rality in these towns four years ago 
of Hill (Rep.) over Gould (Dem.) wai 
25,374. 


Cyrus W. Davis of Waterville, the 


Democratic candidate lor governor, 
polled one of the largest votes in the 
history of the party in tats state. His 
issue in the campaign was the resub- 
mission of the liquor question, which 
was incorporated into the state con- 
stitution over 40 years ago. 


More Interesting from a national 


point of view was the re-election of 
Congressman Oharles P. Littlefleld 
of the second district by a greatly r«- 
duced plurality. 
Llttlefleld's 
candi- 


dacy was the subject of bitter op- 
position on the part of President Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of 
Labor, who asked for his defeat on 
the ground that he had voted against 
certain labor measures at the last 
session of congress. 


The issue between Gompers and 


Littlefleld was taken up by the Re- 
publican concessional committee and 
for three weeks the district has been 
the. scene of a hard flght in which Sec- 
retary of War Taft, Senators Lodge 
and Beverldge and several congress- 
men were pitted against tho head of 
the Federation of Labor.

Washington, Sept. 14.—It was of- 


ficially announced here late last night 
that the sailors who were landed at 
Havana from the American cruiser 
Denver have been ordered to immedi- 
ately return to their vessel, save for 
a small guard which will be left at 
the American legation. 
This action 


followed the receipt of an official re- 
port by Acting Secretary of State 
Bacon from Mr. Sleeper, the American 
charge at Havana, regarding the land- 
ing of the men. 


The report was not made public, but 


It was announced officially shortly af- 
terward that the sailors were landed 
from the Denver solely and simply 
for the protection of the lives and 
property of American citizens, that 
such action was in pursuance of a 
discussion between Sleeper and the 
naval commander, with the belief that 
it was a wise precaution looking to the 
protection of the lives and property of 
Americans. 


It is now evident that the United 


States Is face to face with a serious 
problem in Cuba. Attempts to con- 
ceal this fact are no longer made at 
the state department. 
Advices from 


agents of the"department on the island 
are now to the effect that the Insur- 
rection has passed beyond the control 
of President Falma. 


Annexation is the great proMem 


ahead, 
it is pointed out by govern- 


ment officials that the day the L'nlted 
States puts an armed force on the 
Island conditions will revert to what 
they were while this country was 
exercising a suzerainty over the island 
following the Spanish-American war. 
It is farther pointed out that such 
suzerainty will never end until the 
Island 
is annexed 
to the United 


States. 


For weeks the general staff of the 


army has been preparing to send 
troops to this Island. The visit of Gen-^ 
eral Bell, chief of staff, to Oyster Bay. 
three weeks ago. was the result of the 
president's decision to be ready to 
sent forward an armed force If oc- 
casion demand such action. It is inti- 
mated at the war department that the 
abandonment of the army concentra- 
tion camps three weeks In advance of 
the time originally fixed la the result 
of the desire to have troops prepared 
to move on short notice.. 


The presence of any number of navy 


vessels In Cuban waters, it is pointed 
out at the department, does not mean 
Intervention. Their presence may be 
regarded as an indication of this gov- 
ernment's determination to intervene 
If intervention shall become necessary. 
If peace is to be restored it will have 
to be restored by the army. 


There are four American naval ves- 


sels In Cuban waters—the Denver at 
Havapa, the gunboat Marietta off Cien- 
fuegos, and the auxiliary Dixie and 
the cruiser Columbia at Guananamo, 
the United States naval station on the 
south side of the island. In addition 
the Des Moines Is at Key West. In 
addition the Newport, the Paducah, the 
Don .Tunn de Austria and the Dubuque 
are patrolling in Dominican waters, 
and as the situation in that republic 
Is quiet at present one or more of 
these might easily be sent to Cuba if 
further trouble occurs.

The only safe way in 
the care of the orchard Is to keep the 
grass howl away from tbe trunk, the 
•waterspouts cut aud to give the trees 
a careful inspection at least twice dur- 
ing the season.

die every year from -supposed sun 


» scald, blight or arboreal heart failure, 


when the only thing under the suu that 
ails them is that three or four lusty 
borers are eating their very vitals out 
under the outside bark and Just be- j 
neath or above the surface of the 
ground. 
If you have ' an orchard, 


whatever its size, look the trees over 
and dig these chaps out.

It Is estimated that the annual loss 


of crops by insects alone is over $300,- 
000.000. If this he true, one cannot do 
better than encourage those birds and 
animals which destroy the worms and 
insects. Some of the birds which sub- 
sist almost wholly upon insect life are 
the swallows, martins, vlreos. wood- 
peckers, chickadees, wrens, cuckoos, 
swifts and flycatchers. The robin and 
the bluebird will ask for a small share 
of grain and fruit lu return for their 
services; but,,then, it must be remem- 
bered that they come early aud stay 
late and are very faithful. 
It is an 


Interesting fact that the stomach of 
the very young bird Is so delicate that 
It can only digest animal food, and 
this creates a demand for the insect 
life. Another valuable assistant Is the 
harmless and iuoffeuslve toad. The 
children should be taught not only to 
recognize this little animal and the 
birds as having a right to live, but also 
to regard them as valuable aids upon 
the farm.

This Is 
a mistake. While these trees If planted 
may sooner bring joy and pride to the 
heart of the present owner, It Is a 
waste of time and labor, and In the end 
means a job for some one else. As an 
example, a couple of rapidly growing 
trees which are beautiful to ..look upon 
and very popular with a majority of 
people are the silver maple and the 
Carolina poplar. 
Both of these are 


not only short lived and require much 
water, but they are more frequently 
devastated by windstorms, attacked 
by Insects and subject to disease than 
the more hardy varieties. You wont 
trees which stand the storms of whi- 
ter as well as tbe wtad and drought 
of summer.. 


THE HEAT PACKERS. 


Several -new situations have grown 


out of the passage of the meat Inspec- 
tion bill. One of them is that hereaft- 
er the packers will not be able to work 
up Into food delicacies any of the dis- 
eased hogs or cattle which have here- 
tofore hud a market value sufficient to 
pay for their transportation to market, 
as government Inspectors will not only 
hereafter condemn such animals, but 
the law provides that these carcasses 
must be destroyed at once. Not being 
able to sell the products from such 
animals. It comes about very naturally 
that the packers will not buy them. 
The new situation will render It expe- 
dient for farmers to quit feeding such 
animals and put them out of the way 
as' soon as disease of any kind may 
appear. Indications point to the fact 
that the operation of the new law will 
result In a renewed campaign for the 
eradication of disease among all farm 
animals used for food. 


BEE STINGS FOR RHEUMATISM. 
If the news reports of the experiences 


of a resident of Jenklntown, Pa., are 
to be believed, beekeepers are likely to 
receive a fresh accession to their ranks 
from confirmed rheumatic patients. 
The person in question, a man long 
troubled with rheumatism, was one day 
visiting a friend and accidentally upset 
a hive of bees. Though aurecoguizable 
when they got through with him, he 
noticed that his rheumatism was gone.

The seed bear- 
ing coues have been burued. and the 
spores and seeds of other plants which 
are'readily carried by the wind find 
their way In first.' The task .of prepar- 
ing for the forest is begun again, but 
this time it is to be a shorter one. The 
flrst year after the fire mosses and 
often tiny flowering plants appear. 
These are replaced by tbe flreweed 
and other tlowets whose seeds are pro- 
vided with hairs so that they reach 
such places quickly. These ore soon 
Jollied by raspberries, roses aud other 
bushes. Among these the young seed- 
lings of uspeus appear In a very few 
years. The latter grow rapidly and in 
a score of years form a low sunny for- 
est. An aspen forest'makes a brilliant 
contrast'with the dark green forests 
of spruce.—St. Nicholas. 


OrlKln of Aiicot Race*. • 


When did Ascot races begin? They 


are mentioned in the flrst "Racing Cal- 
endar," published In 1727, and the 
usual statement Is that they were 
founded by the Duke of Cumberland, 
uncle of George III. But an entry in 
the accounts of the master of the horse 
In 1712 suggests that they were found- 
ed by Queeu Anne on Aug. (5, 1711. The 
truth, no doubt, is that Ascot races, 
like many other august Institutions, 
gradually developed from a germ, so 
that it is difficult to say when they 
really began. At any rate, "they were 
quite the sort of thing that enthusiast 
of the turf, Queen Anne, would have 
founded. P':e was a thorough Stuart 
in this passion. It was her great- 
grandfather, James 1., who encouraged, 
if he did not establish, horse racing in 
Scotland and popularized it in Eng- 
land.—London Chronicle.

It is used thus: Grasping the 
handle as be would a sword, the~man 
fits the shaft of the spear into Uie 
groove, with the butt resting against 
the stud, steadying the spear with the 
ringer. Then, extending his arm and 
boi'.ding back his hand till the spear 
lins horizontal, ho aims at the mark 
and propels the weapon by a quick 
forward jerk of the stick. In this way 
I have seen Eskimo boys casting their 
forked javelins at wounded waterfowl. 


Wh«ii Buchanan Wai Kinff. 


George Buchanan was a scholar, his- 


torian, controversialist and the best 
Latin poet of his age. Buchanan was 
tutor to Mary, queeu of Scots, and to 
her son James, afterward James I. of 
England. One day he caused himself 
to be made king of Scotland, and this 
was the way of it: Having observed in 
James a tendency to too ready acqui- 
escence, he drew up a paper for the 
royal pupil to sign.

At Ostend the usual crowd nf cam- 


erisis do iged about between the bath- 
IUK machiues. 
One uf the bathers, 


with his kodak on his head to keep it
